nounced, after a lapse of a few year*.

God with ancient j Israel was about to 
be fulfilled, and'tfiat he was to be tTie 
instrument.

The American Indians were a rem- 


nant of Israel, their sacred records' 
had been taken away by God and de^ 
posited for preservation.

ords were to be delivered to him.

four years* to a day he reported that' 
these records had been given to him' 
by an angel.

graved plates of a material that look-' 
ed like gold, each plate about as tfiicK. 
as tin and measuring about seven t>y' 
eight inches The plates were covered 
with fine! small characters.

Ohiojiidiana, New York.Pennsylvania 
and IHinois. Soon Smith was reporter 
^o be performing miracles.

Ohio, in the then far wesi, was declar- 
ed to be the promised land of the Mor- 
mons, and later Missouri was so 
nated. 
In Ohio he was tarred and 


feathered. 
The Mormons in Missouri- 


came in conflict with the people there 
and after much trouble SmltTi ancT his 
.companions made their escape to Illi- 
:nois, where he founded t7ie City of 
Nauvoo. They received a charter from 
the governor in 1840, and at the city 
election in February, 1841, Smith was 
elected mayor. 
The Nauvoo legion,

Smith lieutenant-general. Missionar- 
ies were sent abroad, \viio obtained in
